It was here the Moors form'd, and from hence proſecuted, 
their great. .Deſigg; of conquering Spain; the advantageous 
Situation whereof, is thought to have not onely encourag'd 
thoſe Infidels to the Attempt, but lent them ſuch Aids as.

At length, about the Year 1474. while the Princes of Bar- 
bary were at War among(t themſelves,this,with other Towns 
upon the Coaſt, fell into the hands of the Portugaez, &c. 

Upon His: Majeſty's Marriage with our preſent Queen, 
Tanger was-given' in part of her Dowry: a Capitulation 
much oppos'd by the Spaniſh Miniſters, and gave that Go- 
vernment ſo much- apprehenſion, that, upon His Majeſty's 
ſending ſo great a Garrifonras He did upon-our firſt poſſeſing 
it (jealous what deſign there might' be) withdrew a great 
part'of their Army from the Frontiers of Portugal, and quar:- 
ter'd them along the Coaſt of Awdaluzia, tohave an eye upon 
our Motions: by which State-contrivance, as-is thought, of.

Some general Obſeryations touching Trade. . 


Tanger is, as I have obſerv'd, ſo advantagioully Situated, 
that it Surveys the greateſt Thorough-tare of Commerce in 
the World; having in one view almoit the whole Sea compre- 
hended between the four Capes of 7ravalgar, Gibraltar, 
Spartel, and Ceuta ; thoſe on the European, theſe on the A- 
frican ſhore: fo' that no Ship or Veſſel can paſs in or out of 
the Mediterranean, unoblerv'd from thence. 

It comes therefore to paſs, by means of this narrow Gap 
or Inlet, that Men of War, Pirats and Corfairs of all Nati- 
ons, covet to Ply and Cruiz in and about that Station, 
where they are ſure to ſpeak with all Ships that paſs. 

Here it was, that a Squadron of the Dutch on two ſeve- 
ral occaſions, during that War, lay in wait for our New- 
found-land Fleet ,who had no recourſe for ſafety but to Tanger, 
where they were protected and ſecur'd, till the danger was 
over : the greateſt part whereof had otherwiſe demonſtra- 
bly faflen into the Enemy's hands. | ; 

It was on this. Station that Sir Thomas A/en, during the 
firſt Dutch War, incounter'd their Smyrna Fleet ; and here, 
in the laſt War with A4/zzer, a whole Sp we of Turks fell 
into our hands at once, and were all deſtroy'd : and both 
then, and fince by Sir John Narbrough, there has been by a 
manifold degree more miſchief done to that Enemy on this 
Station, than in all the Ocean beſides : and we have fre- 
quent examples of ſingle Ships being chaſed into this Port

Now, if what I have obſerv'd, touching the: Government 
of Algier, bear any weight ; then this muſt follow, that, 
upon conviction of the premiſes, they. will always eſteem 
Peace with Eng/and more Eligible than War; and no tempta- 
tion whatſoever (as heretofore) can be believ'd will ſuper- 
ſede Arguments of ſo much force as thoſe we have noted. 
If ſo, then uyon this fingle bottom, ſeparate from any the 
foregoing remarks, we may build reaſon ſufficient to fortifie 
my Pofition, for the cheriſhing and .incouraging of this 
important Place by all means poiſible. For it Zager ſhall 
appear ſo 'materially inſtrumental in preſerving a perpetual 
.Peace with Alger ; then hence alone the expence of keep

The Interefl of T ANGER. 


Anger ts a pleaſant City as any in the wotld, 
in a moſt wholeſomeAir, pure and free from 
all Infetion, ſcituate in amoſt rich and 
fruitful Soil, ableto yet1]d all things needful 
- to the life of man. There is no pleaſure 
or delight, but this Country, if open, wouldatford to 
the Inhabitants, without the aſliſtance of Forein Nations. 
The Air is remperate, and cool'd with the annual Briſes 
in the Summer, called Eeffar Winds; and often purg'd 
fromthe Diſtempers, which otherwiſe might reign there, 
by the FEaſterly and Weſterly winds. By this means it 
happens that It 1s neither very hot in the Summer, nor 
exceflive cold in the Winter, but temperate, and agree- 
able with the diſpoſition of cur humane bodies. The 
Moors thereabouts live commonly to a great age: I have 
ſeen many among(t them about Eighty and Ninety years 
of age, very luſty. And ſince Tanger belorig'd to England, 
none can ſay that ever the Plague hath been in that City, 
or that there hath been any Infeftion to- carry away the 
| Inhabitants, proceeding from the Air or Countrie. I con- 
fels many have diedin this place; but-moft through their 
own Follies, Debaucheries, and Luſt ; which have de- 
ſtroyed here many of his Majeſties good Subjefts. If 
'we could beg ſuch a Wind from AlmightyGod, as to 
drive from thence theſe Infe&ions, our Ezgl;fþ bodies 
would be very healthy, and Taxger would not be fo odi- 
; ous to the Nation. | | 

| Tt was built by the Phenicians, if Procopixs may be 
believed: for he tells us of a Pillar near Tingi, where 
theſe words were engraven in the Phoenician Language : 

Nos fuginins 8 facie Joſue filii Nun. They were then 

the greateſt Traders of the world ; they choſe this place 
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for that:purpoſe, tq enrich themſelyes. by that Art... Of 
all the Cities of the world, I'know. none better ſcituate 
for Command: and Trade:than this: It lies at the mouth 
and paſſage of all the Levant-Trade: no Ship cango in 
or out of the Streights, but Tanger mult ſee. it1n the day; 
and in the night four orfive Men of War.cruifiagto and 


_ fro, ſome in, others out of the Adediterrignean, may-take 


all the Ships that ſail that way :, none can.eſcape, with- 
out a ſtrong Convoy, -which would be too chargeable 
for the Dutch, French, and other Northera Merchants.-If 
Argier-were ſcituate where Tanger is now, all its Enemies: 
mult forbear Trading: and.if Tanger were in the hands 
of the Moors, or of the French, or ſome other Prince 
ſtrong at Sea,our Nation were undone,and our Merchants 
muſt: bid. farewel to the-Strczghts intime of War.  Itis 
an eaſie matter for the Prince of Tanger therefore-tocom- 
mand -our Northern world, and to give Laws to Exrope 
and Africa. The. ſcituation of Rowe, of Carthage, of 
Conſtantinople, of Lond on, Paris, and other Imperial. Ci- 
tics, is nothing near ſo advantageous for that-purpole as. 
Tanger, if all things be conſidered. - 77% 
. The Country and Soil is fruitful in Corn, Honey, Cattle, 
Beef, Sheep, Goats,. Camels, Horſes, and Buftles. The 
Woads are full of Bees, and wild Beaſts that have excel- 
lent Furrs. The Earth would bear good Wines of all - 
ſorts ; for there are the ſweeteſt Grapes of the warld, - 

. Here are all manner of Eaſtern Fruits, Pomgranates, 
Qranges, Melons, Lemons, Figs, ec. So that if our Ex-. 
gliſh did husband the ground about Tazger, there is gq-. 
thingthat we fetch from Spain, Italy, Greece, or France, 
but we might have it there. It is the neazeſt Plantation. 
that belongs to Exg/and, within a fortnight ar three, weeks 
ſaying from the Downes. ..S0 that if: alltizags be conli« 
dered;it ſeems na little wonder.that Tanger hath not flou-.. 
rifh'd fiace-it inthe hands of .ſuch apowerful Nation - / 
; tne 
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the Ergliſh.But dur unhappineſs there, isnot to be aſcribed: 


to the place, 'the'Air;/ or Country, but to ſeveral other 
things, which [ſhall here ſet: down, got only for the pub- 
lick ſatisfation, but that we may underſtand the true 
cauſes of the Peoples averſion for Fexger, and be better 
able to remove them for'the future. 

- Firſt, Tſhal} being with Religion. It was never there 
truly encouraged, but m 'the ſhore Governments 
of the Earl of Tiveos and Colonel Norwood. We can 
never expe a:City will flouriſh, when all manner of 
Debaucheries, Profaneneſs, Irreligion, and Idolatry, 
fhall have the liberty to appear without a check ;/ when 
the Governours themſelves have been the Examples to 
encourage the contempt-of Vertue and Piety ; whenet- 
cher openly or privately they have made it their buſineſs 
to ruine the Proteſtant Intereſt, and to call thoſe perſons 
m:queſtion for thetr Lives, who have been the greateft 
ſupporters of it. Let profane men think what they will, 
there wasnever yet aCity ora Nation that ever profper'd 
fince the beginning of the world, that flighted the Re- 
ligion of the Country. The Romans Proſperity is aſcrib- 
ed by St. Awſt# to their ſincere profeſſion of therr Ido- 
latries. In Tanger too many have caſt off all reſpeas due 
to. the God that hath made them, and mind nothing but 
Debauchery and Lewdneſs: others have hearkned to the 
ſolicitations of fome Popiſh Prieſts, and make profeſſi- 


- on'of that Religion, that they might by the means of 


their Abſolutions, enjoy their V ices and filthineſs withour 
remorſe of Conſcience. For the benefit of Trade,and 
the -encouragement of Strangers, all ſorts of Religions 
ſhould'be allowed ; but it is againſt all policy, that the 
Engliſh Subjed&s and Officers that receivefrom' the 'King 
their Livelthood, ſhould be ſuffered ro change'their Re» 
I:gions as often as their Garments,and want onlytoprofels 
which-they pleafe. Notonly =—_ heace ,butfrom ſeveral

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otherpaſſages, Religion hath received great diſcourage-, 


ment, to the open ſcandal of the Proteſtant Profeſſion, 


and the diſhonour of the Church of Erglandin the eyes. 


of the Nations round about.. 


The ſecond cauſe of Targer”s unhappineſs is, that moſt 
of theperſons that have been ſent thither, have never in-. 


tended toin habit there,but havebeen needy,and greedy, 
and have only deſign'd to live there a while to fiil their 
Purſes,and thea to return for Ezgland with their Gains. 
By this means the ſoberer [nhabiters of Tanger,from whoſe 
induſtry and good behaviour only wecan reaſonably ex-: 
pe& Proſperity, impoveriſh the City, and difcouragethe 
reſt, And many other iaconveniencies proceed from hence, 
to his Majeſties prejudice, and of the plece. To remedy 
this. inconveniency, ſuch Laws ſhould be enacted as might 
encourage fober mento live there, and diſcourage their 
departure upon ſuch unhandlom terms as they commonly 
leave the Gariſon. | =  U 
The third cauſe is,the difference and variance between 
Traders and Souldters, encouraged too much by the Ru- 
lers covetouſneſs,and the.Citizens poverty andwants; and 
the unreaſonableneſs. of both, unwilling to comply with 
one another: For this diſcourag=th all wealthy perſons 
trom inhabiringthere, becauſe they are not countenanced, 
nor havethoſe Liberties which it hath pleaſed his Majeſty 
to grant them. Somein a late Gavernours time, for frivo- 
lous accouuts, have been called inqueltioii for their Lives, 
condemaed contrary toall Law and Realun to gratifre his 
diſpleaſure, and other of the female Sex. Thele. and ſuch 
like proceedings, ruine Taxger, and hinder it trom that 
Proſperity and Wealth which it might eafily attain to. 
Fourjh'y,Taxger's YI fate, {ince1t isin the Erzg/i/bhands, 
is du- to the ill Reports ſpreadabroad of the place by the 
vulgar ſort, encouraged by the many perſons dead there 


through their own miſcarriages,and the ill ulages of ? opiſh 


Officers, 
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Officers, who to. my knowledg have valued more ten or 
twenty ſhillings at Pay-day, than the lives of their Soul- 
diers; and have not treated them like men. much leſs like 
Chriſtians. I have ſaved the livesof a great many of my 
Neighbours, when they have wanted neceſlarics: for 
which good deed I have been reproved by ſome 1rifh Of- 
ficers, wha expetted their Pay between their death and 
the following Muſter. The meaneſt Souldier muſt be en- 
couraged, 0 not ſuffered to want when fallen intoa ſick- 
neſs, though moſt times through his own intemperance. I 
dare affirm, and will offer to prove, that the unmercifulneſs 
of the Officers, and the negle& of Phyſicians and Apothe- 
caries, who though paid for that purpoſe by his Majeſty, 
have killed the three parts of thoſe that are dead in 7ar- 
ger. 1 have ſometimes buried three or four in a day, dead 
for want of that which his Majeſty hath provided for 
thero in caſe of ſickncſ(s. 

 Fifthly, Another cauſe of Taxgers unhappineſs, is the 
ſtrange Vicories of the Moors,and the ſad Maflacre of the 
Mgt when they have gone out againſt them in the 0- 
pen field; with the vaſt opinion of valour they have 
pained amongſt us, through our unadviſedneſs, and their 
Foceſſes, The defeat of Fines's Party on theKrit third of 
Afay, and of my Lord, Tiveot and his company en the ſe- 
cond, have ſtruck a great terrourinto our E-glifþ hearts, 
and cauſed us tolook upon a Moor as an excellent Souldi- 
er: but truly weare miſtaken; I know their valour, and 
thc ſtrength of their Countrey,more than any that hath yet 
been in Targer;zfor whenlT have been amongſt the agoors; I 
have inquired many things concerning their Order, Militt- 
a, Numbers,@c.which I perceive we are ignorant of; 

The greateſt ſtrength of the Moors Army, is in their 
Horſe and Launce Foot :, they have, Armed partly with 
Guns, and partly with Launces ; but they have no great 
Guns,ueither dothey know how to manage them,nor-car- 
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ry them into the field. They fight 1a diſorder, without 
Ranks or Files,the Horſe by themſelves,and the Foot by 
themſelves. In ſet battels, which have ſeldom been ſeen 
In this Country, the Horſe make up the Van and the Rear, 
- and the Foot the main Body; fo that many times the Foot 
have nothing for them todo, but todeſtroy. the Defeated: | 
"Enemy, when the Horſe hath routed and terrified them. 
But they are for Ambuſhes and Surpriſes, becauſe their 
 Countrey is very proper for that purpoſe. Muley Arxid o+ 
 vercame Gazland in this manner ; as he had before ruined. 
Bembonka.In this Country they have but little or no ſtand- 
ing Army; all is made up of their ſeveral diviſions, or 
Companies of Arabs (cattered about, whoknoxw their di- 
Itint.42:-hadems orColonelsunder whom they are to fight, 
and io whom they are to repair in all Alarms. But they 
cannot ſubſilt long in one place, becauſe they have no 
.Purveyours, nor other Proviſions, but what every Man 
brings with them, unleſs it be ſome ſmall quantity which 
the place where they lie may afford them in caſe of necel(- 
lity. They fight in the ſame manner as the Roman Authors 
bave repreſented the Antient Marrz; neither are they bet- 
ter skill'd in martialling an Army, or fighting. Let any 
man that knows the Art of War compare them with us, 
and judg whether we may not be able toencounter them. 
Tf they have had ſucceſſes againſt us, it 1s through our 
weakneſs and unpreparednefs. We have marched againſt 
them only with Muskets and ſwords, and they have come 
againſt us with Horſe and Launce: before our Men had 
time todiſcharge their Muskets,the Horſe and theLaunce 
had diſordered our'men, broken their Ranks, and cut 
them all to pieces on a ſudden. Had we a wall of Pikes to 
oppoſe againſt them, lined with Muskets, all the Horſe of 
Burbiry could do us no mifchief, and we might fafely 
march through the Countrey. An example we have lately 


had of a worthy Commander, Sir Pales Fairburne, == 
; made 
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made hisRetreat with his Party without any conſiderable 
laſs, onely with the afliſtanceof a (tand of Pikes, which, 
keptoff the vers Horle,whilſt his Foot fired upon them. 
Their Foot (igaifie nothing, their Horſe have no Guns, or 
very few,only Piſtols. For their Infaatry,they are unskilful 
| inthemanaging of aGun,neither have they the courageto - 
ftanda ſhot, The Portzgue/es ſeldom encounter'd with the | 
Moors but they had the Victory; therefore we muſt aſcribe 
all our-lofſes:to theunadviſedneſs ofour Commanders,and 
the diſorder of our Men,and their want of thoſe defenſive 
Weapons which were able to keep off the fury of the 
Moors Horſe. I dare iogage with five or fix thouſand Eng + 
© liſh againſt above twenty thouſand Moors,if the the Eng- 
| liſh may have thoſe Arms and Proviſions that become 
them, Such isthe weakneſs of this Country, that they car » 
ſcarce bring together, under one Commander, twenty 
thouſand men; for they areall dividedunder ſeveral heads: : 
Tu of Familics. fiace the death of the laſt Emperor of M0-. 
rocco,ard will not conſent: to fet up a Monarch again. He* - 
therefore that hath the longeſt Sword gets the Viftory,., 
and ine-chtef ' command. Ia this caſe,it isan eali'e matter 
for.us to:make an intereſt for our ſelves, by encouraging. *: 
ſome party,and imitating the Rowans policy, whe never.- 
veatured againſt a Nation or People, but with the afli(c-" 
ance of ſome of their own Souldiers. But it is our 19-" 
happineſs, that we know not what is done amongſt the . 
Aoors ; we livein Taxger within'the Walls'and Lines,aad :* 
unleſs we ſend a Flag of Truce for ſome pitiful buſineſs, 
a. we ſcarce ſce the face of a Hor in a years time, but at di-: 
ſtance,unleſs ſome of them come to bringProviſions to ne.-- 
But. we have never ſent any to underitand their Congrry, . 
toſcarch.intotheir (tr-ngth and dependancies,to examine ' 
their Intereſt_their inclinations, and thoſe other :hirgs. 
which we might improve to the advantageof Tanger, If: 
any-be ſent for that purpole,he mult not be .a Noble-mans: 
er 3

for they care not to ſee any greater ſtate amongſt them 

than. th:y. obſerve. Their greateſt Princes live as King 
"Evander 1n Virgil. As they have a great reſpe& for Cler- 
. gy- men, Ithink ſuch a one; if ingenious,and acquainted 
withthe Language of the Countrey,might do.much goad, 
either to perſwade them to a Trade and Peace with us, 
or to under{tand thoſe particulars,: which might cauſe us 
to ſecure the .Jatereſt of Tanger; that:may be done ei- 
ther by Peace or War. But let us be well affured of this, 
that whilſt we keep only the Walls of Targer, we (hall 
only ſpend Maney; it will never bring any profit-to our 
King, unle(s the Countrey be opened for'us; which may 
be eaſily doge with httle or nbexpence:. and, inſtead of 
ſeveral thouſand pounds which His Majeſty ſpends in the 
maintaining: of Taxger, it ſhall not anely maintain it ſelf, 
but yield a confiderable Revenne to the Crown of Eng- 
Imd. For the fiantare it'may be rendered a dreadful City: 
to the Moors, Spaniards, Tarks,,and French, and keep in: 
the incurſions of thoſe of 4rgzer. 

[fTangier were in that condition, Men would deſire to go over and 
inhabit there,for the conveniency of Trade; ſome neighbour FaRo- 
ries would ſettle there,and we ſhould yent all Commodities of Weol 
which lye upon our hands,among the Africans for now the Dutch 
ind Fre##h furniſh them. We ſhould fecure our Merchants from the 
Pyrates of Argier,for then they would not dare to break with us up- 
on every ſlight occaſion, When the Vandals Conquered Africa, it 
was ſtronger than in isnow,and they had not the advantage of Guns 
as we have, yet they found but little difficulty ro ſubdue; the-Inha-. 
bitants, who were then aſſiſted by the Rgmans and Grecians.. —- 

I could offer many things for the good of Tanger, from my know- 
ledge of the Country fince the beginning of the world; but | know 
. not how acceptable theſe things will be. am certain,it a right courſe 
were taken,the Mole. which hati been long building, might be ſpee- 
dily finiſh*d; Tanger might be made the moſt proſperous and hope- ' 
ful City that belongs to England, and it ſhould repay to His Ma- : 
jeſty all that hath been expended in the keeping of it ſince it was - 
ours, If i be r:<quired, I ſhall be willing, not only to give a further . 
Account, but alſo to be inſtrumental in the promoting of the good 
of Ta-ger. FINIS.
